Warm-Up Chills Ski Business 


T u R I N , I T A LY I Global warming is threatening 
the world’s ski resorts, with melting at lower 
altitudes forcing the sport to move higher and 
higher up mountains, according to a United 
Nations study released Tuesday. 

Downhill skiing could disappear altogeth- 
er at some resorts, while at others, a retreat- 
ing snow line will cut off base villages from 
their ski runs as soon as 2030, the report by 
the U.N. Environment Program warned. 

The study focused on ski resorts in 
the United States, Canada, Austria, Italy, 


Switzerland and Australia, using temperature 
forecasts produced by the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change. 

The panel estimated temperatures will rise 
by 2.5 degrees to 10.4 degrees Fahrenheit by 
2100 unless dramatic action is taken to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions, which many scien- 
tists believe trap heat in the atmosphere. 

U.N. officials presented their findings at 
a conference of the International Olympic 
Committee, hosted by organizers of the 2006

Police refuse to speculate 
about identity of shooter 

COLUMBUS, OHIOl Authorities have linked 12 
shootings along a five -mile stretch of inter- 
state around Columbus, including one that 
killed a woman and another that broke a 
window at an elementary school. 

Four of the shootings — three at vehicles 
and one at the school last month — were from 
the same gun, Franklin County Sheriff s Chief 
Deputy Steve Martin said Tuesday. 

Although ballistics tests could not link the 
rest of the shootings along Interstate 270, 
investigators said they “are comfortable” say- 
ing all 12 are connected, he said. Authorities 
have received more than 500 tips, but they 
would not speculate about the shooter’s iden- 
tity or release the type of weapon. 

The shootings began in May, but many 
were not reported until after Nov. 25, when 
62 -year- old Gail Knisley was killed by a bul- 
let that pierced the side of a car driven by a 
friend, anitachang (ap)

U.S. prosecutors will 
defend efforts to deny 
access to terror suspects 

WASHINGTON |A1 Qaeda defendant 
Zacarias Moussaoui has stopped 
prosecutors cold in the only case 
stemming from the Sept. 11 attacks 
by raising issues of a fair trial that 
touch far beyond his courtroom. 

A federal appeals court in 
Richmond, Va., will hear argu- 
ments Wednesday from prosecutors 
and Moussaoui’s court- appointed 
lawyers over whether the govern- 
ment forfeited its right to seek the 


death penalty by refusing to pro- 
duce certain al Qaeda witnesses 
for his defense. 

The government says Moussaoui, 
who admits to being a member of 
Osama bin Laden’s network, is 
trying to injure national securi- 
ty by eliciting secrets from the al 
Qaeda prisoners. The defense con- 
tends the government is curtailing 
his ability to prove his innocence. 

U.S. District Judge Leonie 
Brinkema has sided with Moussaoui, 
issuing two rulings that would allow 
the French citizen, 35, access to three 
al Qaeda prisoners held abroad. 

When the government refused 


to make the captives available, 
Brinkema punished the prosecu- 
tors by eliminating any evidence 
that could link Moussaoui to the 
suicide hijackings and barring the 
death penalty. 

A Justice Department deputy 
solicitor general, Paul D. Clement, 
is expected to tell three judges 
from the 4th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals that future terror- 
ism prosecutions will be severely 
jeopardized if the rulings stand. 
Defense lawyers will counter that 
Moussaoui’s rights can’t be trampled 
on in the name of national security.

Myriad Projects Await Spending Bill 


WASHINGTON | A Texas oil museum, 
a Nevada swimming pool and a mil- 
itary cargo terminal proposed for 
Philadelphia are among thousands 
of winners in the year- end spending 
bill that Congress could vote on soon. 

Disputes over overtime pay, fed- 
eral records on gun purchasers and 
other issues are threatening its final 
passage when lawmakers return next 
week for end- of- session meetings. 

As is traditionally the case with 
massive spending packages, the bill 


is studded with thousands of items 
designed to fuel support: billions 
of dollars in so-called earmarks, 
projects specifically for lawmak- 
ers’ home districts. 

Defenders say earmarks account 
for a tiny portion of the overall $786 
billion that this year’s spending bills 
are expected to cost. Lawmakers pass 
13 such bills each year, but disputes 
among Republicans have led them 
to combine the final seven such bills 
into a giant package, (ap)

Israeli Vice P.M. Criticizes

At Least II Injured in Crash 


Ford Bronco struck by 
Metrobus, shuttle 
in afternoon accident 

WASHINGTON I At least 11 people 
were hurt — two seriously — in a 
crash Tuesday involving a Metrobus, 
a Howard University shuttle bus, an 
SUV and a pickup truck. 

“The two most seriously injured 
people came out of the SUV,” said 
Alan Etter, spokesman for the 


District of Columbia Fire and 
EMS Dept. 

The crash happened about 
3 :15 p.m. at the corner of Sherman 
Avenue and Barry Place NW. The 
SUV — a Ford Bronco — was a 
twisted mess of metal when it came 
to a stop in front of the Metrobus. 

Several witnesses said the Bronco 
ran a red light. “The Bronco jumped 
the light at Barry and Sherman, and 
the shuttle bus hit the Bronco broad- 
side,” said Reggie Hales, 47, of Qinton, 


Md., a Howard University employ- 
ee who saw the accident occur. He 
said the Bronco flipped three times 
before being struck broadside by an 
approaching Metrobus. 

Along with two men in the 
Bronco, eight other people were 
hospitalized. They included five 
people on the route 68 Metrobus 
with minor injuries; two Howard 
University students plus a third per- 
son on the shuttle bus also suffered 
minor injuries, (ap) 


Testimony: Malvo Tried 
To Escape ‘Situation’ 


CHESAPEAKE, VA. | Sniper suspect 
Lee Boyd Malvo sought a way out 
of his “situation” a few months 
before last year’s sniper rampage 
in the Washington, D.C., area, John 
Allen Muhammad’s first wife tes- 
tified Tuesday. 

Malvo wrote a letter “asking 
for help to get out of the situation 
he was in,” said Carol Williams of 
Baton Rouge, La. 

Malvo wrote to Williams’s niece 
in the summer of 2002, when 
Muhammad and Malvo were 
visiting family in Baton Rouge. 
Muhammad introduced Malvo to 
the family as his son. 

The letter was not read to

Carol Williams testified she dis- 
cussed the letter with family mem- 
bers to determine if they could find 
a way to help Malvo, but by that time 
Malvo and Muhammad had left

Nutraquest Says Orioles

firm believes the Baltimore Orioles 
are liable in the death of pitcher Steve 
Bechler, and wants the team to pay 
any damages stemming from a law- 
suit filed by the player’s widow. 

Nutraquest Inc. of Wall 
Township, N.J., formerly known as 
Cytodyne Technologies Inc., filed a 
proposed lawsuit Monday night in 
U.S. District Court in Miami against 
the Orioles. Nutraquest claims the 
tragedy “could have been avoided” if 
the team had acted properly. 

Bechler, 23, collapsed with 
heatstroke in February at the 
team’s spring training site in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. 

A bottle of Xenadrine RFA-1 
— a dietary supplement sold by 
Cytodyne — was found in Bechler’s 
locker. 

His widow, Kiley, filed a $600 
million wrongful death lawsuit 
against the supplement company.

Of Security Plans 


0 LY M P I C S I Even as Olympic plan- 
ners pour more money into security, 
one low-cost but potentially potent 
resource is being overlooked: the 
eyes and ears of the public. 

Some neighbors near Olympic 
venues say they haven’t been con- 
tacted by security forces. 

The concept is simple: asking 
residents to be tipsters about any- 
thing suspicious in their neighbor- 
hoods. 


The result, security officials say, 
gives authorities the potential for 
round-the-clock vigilance and a 
last line of defense against possi- 
ble attacks from terrorists who may 
be hiding in the community. 

That strategy hasn’t been incor- 
porated into the Aug. 13-29 Athens 
Games’ security plan. 

Greek police spokesman 
Col. Lefteris Ikonomou said the 
“phase of informing citizens on a 
closer basis” won’t start until close 
to the games for fear it could reveal 
“sensitive aspects” of the security 
plan.

Directed by Edward Zwick, who 
co-wrote the screenplay with John 
Logan and Marshall Herskovitz, 
“The Last Samurai” tells the story of 
an American cavalry officer (Cruise) 
who searches for redemption amid 
the upheaval of late -19th- century 
Japan, where feudal samurai con- 
front the encroaching Western 
world. The film opens Friday. 

Born and raised in Chiba, near 
Tokyo, Yoshida studied martial 
arts and later put that expertise 
to work in films, TV and commer- 
cials. He played the red ranger in 
the popular children’s television 
series “Power Rangers” and cho- 
reographed the Power Rangers 
live show world tour. 

Yoshida is also looking to 
land other movie roles. “I am 
already talking to other produc- 
ers and directors,” he said, noting 
that he prefers films where the 
humanity of the characters comes 
through as strongly as the action.

The XLR convertible 
heralds a new era in 
design at Cadillac 

ROAD TEST I Cadillac’s new road- 
ster sure can make a person feel 
special. 

Maybe it’s the look of this low- 
riding, hardtop two-seater. Or 
maybe it’s the fact the XLR is a 
luxury convertible whose low pro- 
duction numbers — just 3,000 to 
5,000 are expected to be built and 
sold in the first full year — mean few 
people will be able to get one. 

Perhaps it’s the fun use of tech- 
nology. For example, the XLR’s 
doors have no keyholes. To get 
inside, a driver can press the key 
fob to unlock the car or just have the 
keyless remote device in a pocket 
or purse she’s carrying, then touch 
the hidden door handle. 

With a manufacturer’s suggested 
retail price of $76,200, the XLR is, 
indeed, a special kind of ride. 

It’s meant to be, because it’s 
Cadillac’s new halo car — designed 
to prove that the years of old-style, 
unimpressive cars at America’s best- 
known luxury brand have come to 
an end. 

If the XLR’s expressive looks 
don’t convince you, its perfor- 
mance and handling should. The 
rear- drive XLR has a firm, con- 
trolled feel and goes into curves 
and corners with impressive com- 
posure. The car is low-slung and 



rather wide, so it maintains a nice, 
flat attitude in the curves. Steering 
is crisp, too. 

But the ride isn’t punishing. The 
XLR is one of the world’s first vehi- 
cles with Magnetic Ride Control. 
It’s a technology that uses tiny iron 
particles in the dampers to adjust 
the damping effort of the shocks in 
just milliseconds as it receives con- 
stant data from sensors that read 
the road surface. 

The next-generation Northstar 
V8, mated to a five-speed automatic 
transmission, provides the XLR’s 
power in silky smooth fashion. 
Shifts from gear to gear in the auto- 
matic mode were so smooth, I had 
to watch the tachometer needle to 


note the shift points. 

The transmission also has a 
“manumatic” mode that lets a 
driver shift gears for himself, sans 
clutch pedal. A true manual trans- 
mission isn’t offered. 

The only option on the XLR is 
XM satellite radio. Note there are 
no choices for wheels and tires. 

Cadillac officials said 70 per- 
cent of XLR buyers are expected 
to be men. Median age is likely 
to be 54, with household annual 
income expected to be more than 
$250,000. ANN M. JOB (AP)

Seasons Greeting 


New England slopes 
open with even more 
glades, terrain parks 

WINTER SPORTS I Skiing and 
snowboarding season has arrived 
in northern New England. The 
2004 season brings an avalanche 
of changes to the slopes of Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont 
aimed at satisfying thrill- seekers 
and traditionalists alike. 

Skiers and riders will find new 
and expanded glades on the region’s 
mountains, offering a varied experi- 
ence to those who are ready to ease 
up on the throttle a tad and cruise 
between the silver birches or snow- 
brushed evergreens. 

They’re also helping to keep lift 
lines shorter. Ski areas find that the 
little extra time it takes skiers to run 
through the glades helps to free up 
space and expand lift capacity. 

Among the areas to add glades 


are Maine’s Sugarloaf USA, which 
calls its new runs Kick Back and 
Boomscooter, and the smaller Black 
Mountain in Rumford. 

Virtually every ski area in the 
region has a terrain park, and many 
have been expanded or modified 
with new hips, spines, rainbow 
rails, half-pipes and other devices 
to keep boarders flying and grin- 
ning. 

Mount Abram, a smaller ski area 
near the seven-peak Sunday River 
in Newry, Maine, got the message 
and converted a tube run into a 
terrain park. 

Terrain parks are no longer 
the exclusive playground of snow- 
boarders. The new arrivals are 
younger, hipper thrill-seekers 
who use skis. 

“It seems to me it’s definitely in 
vogue to be a skier again, especially 
in the terrain parks,” said Heather 
Atwell of Ski Vermont Areas

RONALD KING, director of prevention 
and intervention services atthe D.C. 
Dept, of Health was online Tuesday 
to discuss the District’s new policy of 
distributing condoms. 


Some D.C. official said Tuesday 
that there should be as many con- 
dom dispensers as water fountains 
in D.C., including high schools. I’m 
not shocked by the idea that some 
teens engage in sex, and I don’t 
believe it’s the role of government 
to prevent this, but couldn’t you 
propose a common sense way to 
help curb the spread of AIDS with- 
out offering such red meat to the 
Bush-Falwell-DeLay crowd? 

My response is we have a policy 
in the District government of “absti- 
nence plus.” We realize that many 
of our youth, as well as some adults, 
choose abstinence and in the health 
department, we don’t want any of 
our young people in school engag- 
ing in sex. However, data show that 
75 percent of high school students 
engage in sexual activity before 
graduation. 

When we first introduced con- 
doms into D.C. high schools we saw 
a precipitous drop in the pregnancy 
rate which was excellent evidence 
that we were having an impact along 
with our abstinence instruction. 

A recent Post article mentioned 
condom distribution in government 
office buildings and “straight” 
bars, but these efforts seem to be 
missing the populations that need 
the most intervention: gay men, 
bisexual men and drug users. 

For several years, the Department 
of Health has had an aggressive pol- 
icy of distributing condoms in gay 
establishments, including condom 
machines. We now are including 
other clubs and office buildings in 
our distribution because we have 
seen the trends in HIV infection in 
the city encompassing larger num- 
bers of the heterosexual commu- 
nity, plus we know that many gay 
and bisexual men prefer frequent- 
ing “straight” clubs.
